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Stabbing victim’s friends seek justice 


Three trial delays 
are questioned

Friends of a young woman stabbed to 
death while standing outside of a North 
Eastside apartment on the morning of 
Aug. 23, 1992 are determined to see 
justice done with two men acoused of the 
murder, 

"We do not understarid why it has 
taken so long for the trial to begin,” said 
Robert Sankey, 29, a fend of Nichelle 
Trice, the woman that was allegedly 


Blackburn. “The trial has been delayed 
three to four times since its original trial 
date was set,” 

Although Sankey and two other wit- 
nesses, Gharies-Claybort— 25, and 
Kevin Shephard, 27, were called and 
told there would be a delay after a trial 
date; Tuesday, Jan. 19, the three men 
went to the court anyway. At the 


courtroom, they found the defense attor- + 


ney, their witnesses and the prosecut- 


ing attorney. 
“If the trial was delayed. why was 
everyone there?" questioned Sankey

“The tral was originally supposed to 
occur on Nov, 2, then on Dec. 14, and, 
most recently, on Jan. 19," described 
Hottensmith.

Ifhas been changes 
of defense attorneys that. has delayed 
action. But, considering this is a murder 
trial, this is going on what we consider 
a typical schedule." “ 

Hottensmith said most murder inves- 
tigations take between six months toa 
year to go to trial

Safety chief 
defends keeping 
officer on job

It was a “tough decision,” but'Colum 
bus Safety Director Leonard Keller said 
it was the right decision to give an officer 
back his job after Chief James Jackson 
had recommended his dismissal 

And an officer who was found to have 
improperly fired into moving vehicle and 
shot a motorist will reteive a GO-day 
suspension and additional training 

Sgt. Thomas Fischer of the police 
tegal bureau, in ar internal memo, said 
that’ Keller's decision to overrule the 
chief's decision to fire Sgt. Daniel 
Zoretic “will convey.a message that the 
Division of Police condones-misconduct 
and that it participates in covering up 
mistakes rather than dealing with them 
in a firm and forthright manner. It will 
further communicate that the Division is 
insensitive to the concerns of the com- 
munity. The fear that police officers can 
indiscriminately shoot people and not 
be held accountable will be further in- 
stilled in the community." 

Zoretic was involved in a shooting on 
April 11, 1992, when he and other of- 
ficers were attempting to control a crowd 
which had gathered on East Livingston 
Ave. The officers heard a shot, which 
they believed came from a car driven by 
William Pate 

Zoretic fired two shots inte the Car, 
hitting Pate. Only later was it dis- 
covered that the shot had come from a 
nearby restaurant. However. by that 
time, the wounding of Pate had 
precipitated a near-riot in the area. The 
police division's internal firearms review 
board ruled that Zoretic "did not have 
probable cause to discharge his firearm 
toprevent the escape of a fleeing felon.’

What is the price for a woman’ life?. 


The question’ and many others 
continue to come to mind when we 
think of our sister. Deborah 
Sheridan was killed on New Year's 
Day of this year and a few days 
later, her husband was arrested for 


her murder-Thetamily:now-taced — 


yet another devastation-and more 
questions. The only consolation we 
could find in any’ of this is that the 
bond was tohavebeenset ata high 
enough price that the alleged mur- 
derer could not get out of jail before 
he_ went to trial. So what happens? 
We read the paper on Sunday 
morning to “discover that anew, 
inexperienced, intimidated judge 
allows an attorney to railroad the 
case, places it on the dockel on a 
Saturday morning, prior to hearing 
the evidence from the police 
départment and sets bail at 
$100,000. This means the alleged 
murderer can walk with a bail of 
approximately $10,000 

We are angry, our sister will 
never walk again, she will never 
see her two sons grow, we will 
néver hear her laughter and her 
peaceful, quiet manner, and we 
just want to know -- what is the 
price for one’s life? 


an allegory for life in: America 
today. 

“The reality is bondage is still 
upon us," Hicks told his audience 
"Bondage (in America) is a recur- 
ring reality while freedom is an 
elusive dream." 


The bondage in this nation, 
Hicks said, is the bondage of the 
disruption of the family; of a poor 
educational system; of “violence 
that has a stranglehold on ‘our 
cities;" of a culture of immorality. 

"The watchwords of our genera- 
tion are, ‘misery index,’ ‘the 
underclass’, and ‘downward social 
mobility’," words which reflect a 
deterioration of the nation’s fabric 
and its moral and cultural values, 
Hicks asserted. 


To Hicks, despite the evidence 
of some social progress, "we must 
face it... Minorities in America are 
Still politicatty oppressed." And; 
while many have gained some 
success in the society, Hicks ar- 
gued that many Blacks have lost 
the zeal for the movement, and for 
the imperative of spiritual 
regeneration, that gives them the 
"moral authority to lead our 
children."

We don't know where to turn so, 
perhaps, you; the media, can open 
doors, ring telephones or push 
buttons where we are unable to go 
and get an answer for us. Did the 
judge feel this was a Black-on- 
Black crime that didn’t make any 
real.significance? Is there a 
reason, she, a woman judge didn't 
at least have some compassion 


The bondage of mental and 
emotional slavery -- if not the 
chains of physical slavery -- con- 
tinue in the nation, 

The greatest evidence of that 
bondage is the economic and so- 
cial destruction of the Black male. 
Hicks noted that God began to 
deliver Israel after pharaoh had 
sent out the order to kill all the 
young Israelite boys, Pharaoh 
feared, Hicks Said, that deliverance 
for the children of Israel would 
come throughthe young men, and 
he sought the destruction of.the 
deliverer before this could happen. 

"The seed has changed; the na- 
tion has changed; the pharaoh has 
changed; but the reality remains 
the same: the system is designed 
to destroy the male," Hicks told his 
rapt audience. While no political 
leader has said it, "it appears the 
decree nas gone out -- the African- 
American male must die."

y Bducation were 25 percent; today, medicaid is ap- 
_ Proximately 30 percent of the state's budget, and

The problem is not one localized to Ohio alone 
Medicaid is commonly referred to as the "pac-man 
of state governments” -- a voracious consumer of tax 
dollars. Across the country, state governments are 
attempting to tame this monster, Now, Gov. George

The decision by lonatime Cincin- 
nati. Republican congressman Willis 
Gradisomto resign ms congressional— 
seat lo head the Health Insurers As- 
sociation of America is generally 
agreed by those in both parties to 
leave a big hole in the Ohio 
delegation’s clout Fras 

Gradison served as a key 
Republican member of the powerful 
House Ways and Means. Committee. 
which sets tax policy for the nation. He was also a 
potent voice regarding health care policy 

His loss. coupled with last year’s departure of Ober- 
lin Democrat Donald Pease. will mean that no Ohioan 
will serve on that powerful committee. 

But Gradison’s departure, while severe, will also 
open a. tremendous opportunity for the ‘Republican 
party, It will result in the: nomination, and ultimately 
alaction, of a new-congressman for Cincinnati . And 
there isthe possibility that the congressman elected 
will be Cincinnati's most prominent Black,Republican 
politician, Ken Blackwell 

Blackwell is not alone. A number of potential can- 
didates have submitted their names, including Norman 
Miirdock, a judge who had previously been a state 
representative and Hamilton County Commissioner 
and former congressman Bob McEwen, who before 
redistricting had represented an area encompassing 
about one-third of the district's population 

At the same time, it is unlikely that Black voters - 
either in a primary or general election -- will have much 
to do with the outcome. Far less than five percent of 
the 570,000 persons in Gradison’s district are Black 
Inthe 1990 redistricting, most of the area's Black voters 
were placed in the district of Congressman David 
Mann, That district is about one-third Black . 

But Blackwell's election. if it were to occur, would 
represent a landmark event in Ohio -- and, to some 
degree. national -- politics. A victory. by. Blackwell in 
the primary and general election would place a Black 
in the position of representing one of the whitest dis- 
tricts in Ohio. Nationally, only Gary Franks of Connec 
ticut a Republican elected in 1990 -- would be 
representing a district of similar composition. Among 
Democrats. only Alan Wheat of Kansas City. Missouri 
represents a congressional district.in which Blacks

Of course, Blackwell, like Franks in Cofnecticut. 
has been less identified with interests and concerns of 
Black voters generally and more identified with the 
ideological concerns of the Republican right-wing. In 
1990, when he ran against Thomas Luken for the seat 


vacated by Luken’s father. that ideological perspective . 


may have hurt him, For in that election. it was Black- 


well who detended-then-president-Bush's-veto of a- 


major civil rights measure, and:Luken who attacked it 
in a district one-third Black, Blackwell lost the votes of 
a number of Black voters. And. in a race which was 
decided by only 1700 votes. it was possible that this 
lack of support by Black voters may have cost him the 
election 

However, in the election in Cincinnati, Blackwell's 
race does not have to be a liability, despite the over- 
whelming whiteness of the district. "There are a num- 
ber of well-known and well-liked Republicans who 
have expressed an interest in this seat, including Ken 
Blackwell. and they all have their supporters,” said 
Greg Vehr, executive director.of the Hamilton County 
Republican Party, Blackwell has consistently tun 
strongly in Hamilton County's white Republican areas, 
and could do so again. Ina primary with a number of 
other highly-visible candidates -- a primary which is 
likely to draw a low turnout -- itis possible that Blackwell 
could squeeze outa victory. 

And vigtory in a Republican primary in that race is 
tantamount to victory. in what is one of the most 
Republican congressional seats in the nation. In a 
districf wnere George Bush received 77 percent of the 
vote in 1988, the likelihood is that even Saddam Hus- 
sein could win comfortably as long as he was carrying 
the colors of the Republican Party 


Black student leadership network 


in a recent columns spoke of 
developing a new generation of 
Black leaders, of getting 1,000 
flowers to bloom. | promised Id tell 
you more about an exciting new 
project that is helping to meet that 
goal 

That project is the Black Student 
Leadership Network (BLSN), a na- 
tional body of young, Black college 
students and community-based ac- 
tivists working together to improve 
life tor African American children 

Founded in June 1991, the 
BSLN grew out of a conference hosted by the 
Children’s Defense Fund in an effort to sensitize Black 
college students to issues concerning Black children 
and families. The 40 young people who attended from 
across the country recognized the need for an interest 
in a national organization of young, Black leaders 
working on behalf of our children 

In a year-and-a-half, the BSLN has organized and 
provided training for dozens of students from Histori 
cally Black Colleges and Universities-(HBCUs), elite 
predominantly white universities; public universities 
and community colleges. All of these students ‘were 
involved in community service or advocacy work before 
joining the BSLN, but it was.in the Network that they 
learned the importance of linking service with ad- 
vocacy, and just how to do. it. 

LisaY_ Sullivan, adoctoral student at Yale PaaS 
founding member. and an. organizer of the BSLN: 
describes the transition from service to advocacy 
‘While it’s good to go to the soup kitchen and what you 
have to.do as advocate to not have anybody need soup 
kitchens anymore,” 

The BSLN offers intensive, summer-long training 
programs as-well as regular’ regional weekend train- 
ings around the country, Students learn how to work 
with and affect the media; how to identify, apply for and 
raise financial support, how. to utilize. campus and 
community resources: how to enter and &xil a com- 
munity, learn who the real (often unsung) leaders are 
and how to work-with them: how to develop and inple- 
ment a service program; and how to advocate effec- 
tively, And always. the link, between service and 
advocacy, and the road between the two, is strongly 
emphasized and demonstrated : 

Steve White, Director of BSLN, reminds the students 
that, for Black folk, asking the questions that lead to, 
advocacy, is natural, but we ‘often shy away from what 
we consider ‘politics'--the world of Capito! Hill and the, 
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Wright Edelman 


White House. We get them to see they've been doing 
politics all along, but didn’t think.of it that way, 

The trainirigs “also include lessons in civil rights 
movement history, which is so important for young 
people. They tellus how much it helps to put things inte 
a historical.context, and to learn from the lessons. of 
previous movements 

Once the training is completed. the students are 
placed in local communities to work with the people 
there, No only do they learn a’lot, but many of them 
make invaluable contributions 

One of my favorite ‘success stories’ from-last 
summer's Ella Baker Child Policy Training Institute is 
of two young, single mothers. Paulette from the Bronx. 
New York and Kim-from Boston, who organized 40

Keith noted that the progress 
which had been, made in bringing 
Blacks into the federal judiciary 
which accelerated during the single 
term of Jimmy Carter, was :com- 
pletely stymied during the terms of 
presidents Reagan and Bush; 


"In twelve years under Reagan 
and Bush 
federal judge appointed in the sixth 
circuit," Keith noted. The sixth cir- 
cuit includes the states of Michigan 
Ohio, Tennessee and Kentucky. 

“Twejve years without—an 
African-American judge being ap- 
pointed," Keith-noted with irony and

"The rioters in Los Angeles Saw 
themselves locked in an air tight 
box of racial injustice," described 
Stevens, “Because of this, hate 
rooted itself within 

“However,-if-we-want lo-over- 
come, we cannot allow ourselves to 
sink to the - level of man’s expecta- 
tions," said Stevens. "We cannot 
allow rage to be our friend, nor can 
we allow hate to be our comforter,” 

SteverfS asserted that-the physi- 
cal violence of the riots did not 
answer the rioters’ cry for justice. 
nor did it have mercy on them 
"Their violent actions sparked a 
battle of races based on ignorance, 
and.caused them to fall into devas- 
tation,” she said 

The young speaker said Blacks 
must learn from the lessons: of 
those who came before them. The 
lessons ‘taught by those who 
sacrificed themselves on the cot- 
ton fields, who traveled on the un- 
dérground failro6ad, who fought 
against the indignities of separate

"African-Americans have. won 
many battles and they have done it 
without violence,” said Stevens 
Our generation must continue this 
and one day we shall have justice."

Motivational self-esteem building is 
the foundation on which the program's 
success is buill, Sims explains. "Young 
people today experience unbelievable 
pressures and temptations," he says. “At 
the Same time, they often seem to feel 
they have no one to interact with or. tell 
their problems to. Our FFAD firefighters 
have found that the relaxed setting of 
academic and athletic activities helps 
youths to feel comfortable enough to talk 
about themselves and their problems.’ 

Firefighters Against-Drugs has found 
its way into the Golumbus schoo! system 
with much success, Sims reports. The 
organization's. TRAP Program - an 
acronym for Teaching Responsibility. Ac- 
countability and Progress + ~ provides

* Rates of depression among 
nurses are “epidemic"--about twice 
those found in the population as a 
whole. 

* Nurses also report a greater 
rate of major stress-related ill- 
nesses such as hypertension, car- 
diovascular diseases, ulcers, colitis 
and mental iliness 

By comparing reports of nurses 
working on’ adequately staffed 
unites with those working on poorly 
staffed units, the study isolated 
short-staffing as a major culprit in 
causing nurse health problems 
The rate of colitis for nurses on 
poorly staffed units is double that of 
nurses or adequately staffed units, 
as in the risk.of heart attacks.

If blacks don’t 
trust each other, 
who can we trust? 


| watched with intense interest the public 
television_series entitled "The Prize" that 
completed its run last week on WOSU-TV 34-— 
"The Prize" was an adaptation of the Pulitzer 
Prize-winning book of the same’ title by 
Daniel Yergin, an- expert in the field of 
petroleum markets analysis. 

| will admit to dozing on the series at about 
the same point in each evening's program, 
but not before getting a good sense of what 
thé night's issues were about. On one night 
in particular, the series addressed the 
relationship between oil magnates in the 
United States and their counterparts in other 
parts. of the world, 

An uneasy’ relationship theirs was. The 
men who had made their fortunes in the U.S 
were not about to-have their wealth usurped 
by clever traders in especially the Middle 
East, The former didn't trust the latter. Even 
merchants-in the States often had trouble 
with the T-word. There was t6o much at stake 
to give it all away by being foolish, these 
magnates thought 

“So what's all this talk about blacks not 
trusting each other in business based on," | 
asked myself? 

The-suspicions.are there more often that 
we care to admit. We've all heard a dozen or 
more explanations relating to the reason 
blacks don't do more business with each 
other. And distrust has to be somewhere high 
on the list : 

We don't trust each other to give us the 
best deal possible on the merchandise we 
buy from each other. We expect it to be 
overpriced 

We don't trust each other to-give us the 
best information possible. We expect lies 
and all sorts of deceit from each other, itonly 
from misinformation, 

We don't trust each other to maintain the 
confidences we do place in each other in 
business. We expect that whatever we tell 
our fellows will soon be told to the rest of the 
community, if not the rest of the world 

We: don't trust each other to be good 
business partners. We expect somebody's 
ego to drive them to attempt to take what we 
have. 

* We don't trust each other's judgment or 
intelligence. “What do they know that | don't 
know," we often ask? 

We just don't trust each other, Period! At; 
least, that’s what the community pundits say 

Suspicions such as the ones we accuse 
each other of falling prey to do have a funny 
way of working their way into our most in- 

-limate business relationships. Sociologists 
call them "self-fulfilling prophecies." The 
thinking makes our suspicions real: 

Business experts tellus that trust is one 
of the most delicate parts.of a relationship.tIt 
can be built and just as easily destroyed. It 
is based on the premise that once it has been 
conferred upon another person, another or- 
ganization, that other person, that other or 
ganization, will behave in a certain fashion 
toward its "conferee." 

It is one of those things that cannot be 
violated to be sustained on along term basis 
For once itis violated, each infraction leaves 
a dropping of suspicion behind it to be re-ex- 
amined more cloSely on each subsequent 
infraction. And soon there is no trust to be 
had 

What made the U.S.-based oil companies 
referred to earlier learn to trust each other 
was the sheer realization that what hap- 
pened to one of them would likely happen to 
each of them. If Iran nationalized British 
Petroleum’s properties, it would likely nation- 
alize Royal Dutch Shell's as well 

The common threats to each of their posi- 
tions provided the basis of the relationships 
that they eventually formed with each. other, 
so much so that the larger oil companies 
became known as The Seven Sisters 

The Seven Sisters realized that the.only 
way they would survive in the density of 
intrigue and chicanery that was a part of the 
landscape of the Middle East was to band 
together even while they competed against 
each other at home. Their relationships were 
based on cooperation and mutual respect 
They had no other choice * 

It was not surprising to me that when The 
Huntington Bank in Columbus, Ohio wanted 
to establish a relationship with the one in- 
stitution in the black community that blacks 

trusted most, the bank went to area chur- 
ches. Last week In this column, | acknow- 
ledged the key role our churches can play in 
facilitating business relationships within in 
theit own congregations, and in the com- 
munity as a whole. | 

To take that observation one step farther, 
the church, while important in its own right, 
need not have an exclusive on something so 
vital as trust in our community. The more we 
blacks Jearn to {rust ourselves and whal we 
know to work, the better able we will be to 
address ourselves in the most general sense 
to tha challenges we face in building a strong 
business community. Whatever we might 
think otherwise, remember, the children are 
watching : 
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Looking for higher income 
without undue high risk?

City Council president says city faces tough budget choices

C&P: You expect to have a'balanced 
budget this year? 

LAZARUS:We have to; we have no 
option. So, for instance, Paul, several 
years ago, in about May--this was when 
the recession was really beginning to hit 
in- Central Ohio--Hugh Dorrian, who is 
one of the most conservative public offi- 
cials you will find anywhere, whén he 
does his revenue estimates, which gives 
us our bottom line in terms of how much 
money we can expect to spend, he was 
higher than the revenue stream was in- 
dicating in the first part of the year. 

So what he did was send us a letter 
saving "I'm not confident we're going to 
make what | had estimated, so we're 
going to have to scale back in what we 
had proposed." So, the city, by its con- 
Stitution, is required to operate within a 
balanced budget. Through the city 
auditor, we monitor that very closely, So 
it ls.p0t an issue of do we choose to run 
a deficit or not because that is simply not 
going to happen 

C&P: What other financial issues do 
you think the city confra, ting.at this point? 

LAZARUS: One of tQe ones that's kind 
of Jurking out there artd, isn't nearly as 
immediate and {it's one} that | think is 
beginning to catch up wit!) us in the same

way that it took us maybe the-first eight 
years of the Reagan administration to feel 
the real impact of. [I'm talking about] the 
change of the national housing policy 
{under Reagan]. The analogous issue is 
the cost of environmental regulation 

You've probably seen the report that 
was done that if we fully followed all of the 
current environmental regulations, the 
cost to the city [would be] astronomical, | 
had the chance in the spring to go to 
Washington. with agroup..of. repre- 
sentatives from communities .all around 
the country. 

We met with some of the people of the 
U.S. Enviconmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) and talked about the impact of 
these regulations.

TAX TIPX FOR THE DESPERATE 


Non-filers targeted by IRS.. 


By HARRY J. SMALLWOOD 
Tax Practitioner 


The IRS has launched a major 
effort to encourage. compliance 
among taxpayers’ who have 
stopped filing or who have never 
filed a tax return. To gain momen- 
tum the Service is switching about 
2,000 agents from. their normal 
jobs in examinations, collections, 
criminal investigation, and tax- 
payer service to pursue what the 
IRS claims are 10 million in- 
dividuals and businesses which 
don't file tax returns. The non-filer 
program, which started in Oc- 
tober,’ 1992 is national in scope 
and is slated to last for two years. 

The IRS uses many different 
sources to catch non-filers.. The 
most-prominent is the computer 
matching program, which 
matches information returns such 
as Form W-2 and 1099, against 
information filed by individuals on 


*matching of what 


their tax returns. This cross 
should have 
been reported against what tax-)' 
payers actually report, react, 
identifies taxpayers who have not, 
filed returns, Other sources of in-,, 
formation on non-filers include the}. 
results of other taxpayer audits, or»: 
confidential informants. 

In a recent speech, the IRS 
Commissioner stated that the 
non-filing program has two aims, 
First, it will allow those taxpayers 
who have found themselves out- 
side the system an opportunity, "to 
get right with the government” 
The second element of the pro-» 
gram recognizes that some non- 
compliance is intentional. This’ 
program should identify these tax- 
payers and recover the taxes they - 
owe. “
